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The minimum foundation program has been fully implemented in the Hazard 
Independent School District, but there are still major problems facing this and 
other district, Supt Roy Eversole said Monday night. 

Eversole made his remarks before members of a 45-man committee of lay 
people and teachers appointed to survey the needs of this school district. Monday’s 
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meeting was the first of five 
siich research conferences which 
win be h«Id within the next 
several weeks to Investigate 
school problems and make re« 
commendations for their solu- 
tion. 

Work of the committee will 
be turned over to the Kentucky 
Council on Education where 
it will be studied along with 
reports from other school dis- 
tricts in the State. Eventually, 
it is hoped the material will 
find it’s way into school legis- 
lation to be acted upon during 
the next session of the General 
Assembly. 

48th In Salarlos 

Eversole told the committee 
that Kentucky is still 48th in 
salaries, despite improvements 

■ made under minimum founda- 
tion program. He said Kentuc- 
ky’s average is 13,225, while the 
national average is $4,600. 

Noting that this was but one 
“week area in our school sys- 

■ tern,” Eversole said: 

“The reason we’re presenting 
this program to the lay people 
1 is because lay people are the 

■ only ones who can do some- 
thing about it.” 

'The committee’s work will 

■ center around the nine-point 
program which has been adopt- 
ed as a “tentative” program by 
the Kentucky K.E.A. Legislative 
Committee. 

'The K.E.A. legislative pro- 
gram includes: 

Nine Point Program 

1. Inclusion of the free text- 
book program In the Founda- 
tion Program. 

2. A longer school term with 
more attention given to the 
following areas: (a) the gifted 
children; (b) handicapped child- 
ren; (c) kindergarten; (d) adult 
education; and (e) special test- 
ing programs. 

3. Adoption of the revised- 
transportation formula. 

4. Adjustment in the amount 
for current expenses to meet 
the present needs of a desir- 
able classroom situation, with 
special attention given to In- 
creased needs for instructional 
material, sick leave, and fixed 
charges. 

5. Adequate support for in- 
stitutions of higher education. 

6. The national average salary 
for trained (qualified degree) 
teachers in Kentucky based on 
the national average at the time 
the program goes into effect. 

7. Increased support in pro- 
grams of education for youth 
beyond high school at non-col- 
lege level, with emphasis on 
trades, industrial education, 
office training, distributive oc- 
cupations, and all other such 
groups. 

8. Establishment of a state 
school building authority to 
issue revenue bonds at the state 
level for local school districts 
unable to do so. 

9. Continued joint financial 
respomiibiiity from local and 
state levels to meet increased 
services

The Best Answer To A Better Kentucky For All 



This is the time of the year when Amer- 
icans tradiUonally pause to give thanks for the 
good things of life that surround them. No oth- 
er people in the world have so much for which 
they can be thankful; for we are the most in- 
formed, best fed, best clothed, best housed, and 
freest people on the face of the eerth.

National Farm-City Week Is a nationwide 
effort to give neiw meaning and new recogni- 
tion to the interdependence of farm and non- 
farm pople in our country.

Smear Campaigns Against F. B. I. Are Insane 



Out of a series of resolutions voted by the 
40th national convention of The American Leg- 
in last September and demanding Increased de- 
fense against our enemies, both internal and 
external, the press of the nation chose to give 
major attention to that commending the FBI 
and its director, J. Edgar Hoover, The resolu- 
tion cited FBI vigilance and effectiveness against 
Communist subversion and FBI respect for the 
rights and freedom guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution 

"Since that time," .says National Comman- 
der Preston J. Moore, "I have been asked on 
many occasions: ‘Why was It necessary to reiter- 
ate a confidence in the FBI and Mr. Hoover 
that is shared by every loyal American?" " 

Today, the answer is clear in the “smear 
Hoover and the FBI" campaigns that have been 
unleashed and are reported still in preparation 
— campaigns peculiarly reminiscent of the Com- 
munist Party’s futile efforts in 1940. 

Commander Moore reminds us that: “The 
entire October issue of *Rights’ magazine, of- 
ficial publication of the Emergency Civil Liber- 
ties Union (branded as a Communist front or- 
ganization by the Internal Security Subcom- 
mKtee of the Senate Judiciary Committee) is 
devoted to an article, ‘The FBI and Your Free- 
doms' a biased, one-sided attack on the FBI." 

The Legion Chief goes on to describe a spe^ 
cial issue (October 18) of the radical left-wing 
magazine “The Nation’’ devoted entirely to 
praise of certain self-appointed ambassadors of 
Soviet virtues and contumely for the FBI and 
Director Hoover as “60 pagee of distortion, half- 
truths and innuendoes.” 

Of such efforts, the Rockford (111.) Morn- 
ing Star obaerved editorially: “We find it cur- 
ious that at the very tin>e when the nation must 
lean hardest on the FBI to get at the roots of a 
terrorist bombing campaign against public 
schools, churches and temples, since it is the 
only piRke organization which can dig into an 
interstate conspiracy, there should be a resur-

BEAVER FALLS, PA., NEWS-TRIBUNE: 
“Interest rates already are heading rapidly to- 
ward the high levels reached during the tight 
money period of 1957 when the F'ederal Re- 
serves also was fighting inflation.

‘beat’ to Paris, France, in a far-flung attempt 
to do a character-assassination Job." Mr. Moore 
observes wryly that, according to “unquestion- 
ably reliable New York sources," Post reporters 
who talked when they should have been listen- 
ing revealed the paper’s intention to send re- 
porters to Washington and other cities “to 
skulk around restaurants and other public places 
in the hope of digging up information that 
could be used against Hoover and the FBI." 

The Legion demonstrated in its Septem- 
ber FBI resolution a kind of prescience in the 
smears to come. ‘The American Legion be- 
lievcis," says its National Commander today,

Mayor 
Morello LaGuardia, New York’s "Little Flower" 
had a colorful, busy career— as did the great 
French statesman, Clemenceau, Thomas A. Edi- 
son, the inventor, H. G. Wells, the historian;

The n^wtr 
oral drug, Diabinese, promises freedom from 
insulin injections to mure than 4 out of 5 dia- 
betics. Some people, of oourae, will have to go 
on taking insulin injections. But, the new drug 
suoceuls in many cases where all earlier oral 
treatment bos failed. 

For those who karn of their diabetes early, 
the outlook is indeed bright. The important 
thing is to take your symptoms to your doctor.

Pay T.V. Opponents Have Clouded lsi»ue 



In all of the sound and fury that has been 
generated over whether or not subscription 
television is going to be broadcast over the air, 
one significant point ofteai has been pretty well 
obscured. 

Most new products are given a public test 
in one way or the other to determine whether 
there is a market for them. Pay TV has been 
barred from such a test. 

The opponents of pay TV have tried to 
cloud the issue and create the impression that 
overnight the public would have to pay for all 
television programs. 

This is not the case at all. 

What the various proponents of pay TV 
want is only the right to try out their product 
in a few selected markets for a few hours a 
day and under careful government superviaion 
to learn whether or not the public will buy what 
th^y have to offer. 

If the test is a success (and it will take at 
least three years to determine this) then sub- 
scription programs will be telecast nationally 
for those who want them. Those who dont can 



tune In to the same old movies, westerns and 
quiz shws as usual. For all Intents and purposes 
pay TV would aH another network. 

Thus, the television set owner would have 
three sponsored networks and one subscrip- 
tion network from which to choose programs. 

It seems obvious to us that the networks 
could use some competition in their programm- 
ing. The public has been decrying the low 
depths of television programs. The New Yoric 
Times recently stated editorially that “Few 
thoughtful persons can deny that television has 
sunk into a maladorous guagmire . . . good pro- 
grams that have intellectual appeal are being 
sD-mped by commercials that are often meret- 
ricious and sometimea in atrocious taste. Any 
program, no matter how valuable, can be inter- 
rupted without warning for advertisements that 
most self-respecting publicaitions would reject 
out-of-hand." 

It would seem that in the public interest 
Congreu should speed rather than hinder tha 
efforts of pay TV advocates to get on the air 
with the Broadway plays, concerts, sports events 
and educaUonal programs that have been pro- 
posed.

For Six Decades, Buckhorn School, Pioneer in Education, Has Known Laughter of Child rei

Little clamor was raised in 1956 when 
the Buckhorn School, one of Perry Coun- 
ty’s pioneers in education, ceased being a 
boarding school and underwent a complete 
transformation that changed the school in- 
to the Presbyterian Child Welfare Agency. 

It is surprising how many people even 
today are unaware that the Presbyterian 
school as it once has been replaced by the 
welfare agency. 

The sturdy buildings at Buckhorn have 
known the laughter of children for almost 
six decades now, as thousands of boys and 
girls passed through their halls, for years 
as students, now as just children who need 
and have found a home. 

The education of mountain boys and 
girls was the primary reason for Buck- 
horn’s endeavors since the Rev. Harvey S. 
Murdoch began the first class there in 
1903. 

Dr. Gabbard Cam* 

Buckhorn enJoyed a continuing pros- 
perity after Dr. Elmer E. Gabbard assumed 
the Rev. Murdock’s position after his death 
in 1935, until 1956. In 1956, Dr. Gabbard 
noticed an almost alarming rise in the num- 
ber of homeless or neglected children that 
came to his school. 

Since public schools had long been a 
part of the county organization in 1956, 
Dr. Gabbard decided that the school facili- 
ties might serve a more worthwhile pur- 
pose if they ceased being the boarding 
school Mr Murdock founded and became 
strictly a welfare agency. The final decision 
for the change-over was left to the Presby- 
terian Church. 



The county school board now has some 
of the high school buildings under lease 
for a public school to serve the Buckhorn 
community. 

Decided To Stay 

Until May, 1958, there was doubt 
among the welfare agency board of gover- 
nors that the program would continue at 
the school site, but after much debate, it 
was decided that the agency could func- 
tion very servicably at its present loca- 
tion. 

The Welfare Agency is expanding its 
facilities in August to include an extension 
service at the Pine Mountain Settlement 
School in Harlan County. This institution 
closed down as a private school in 1949. 
About 30 of the better-adjusted and older 
children will be moved there, leaving room 
for that many more children to be housed 
at the home site in Buckhorn. 

Plans are now in the making, since the 
decision for the agency to remain at Buck- 
horn has been made, to build several cot- 
tage-type homes for the children, hoping to 
create a better home-like atmosphere. 

Heading the welfare work now is the 
Rev. Robert Mct'lure, who first came to 
Kentucky as a minister in Owsley County. 
Prophetically, he is a graduate of Princeton 
Theological Seminary, the same seminary 
that gave Harvey S. Murdock a diploma 
a half-century ago. 

70 Children There Now 

Children now at the home range in 
years from two to 18. New arrivals usually 
come in whole families, sometimes as many 
as six children from the same family. They 



often are obviously badly neglected when 
they get there, ’sometimes suffering from 
malnutrition. The agency offers assistance 
to any child in the state suffering from 
neglect and lack of a home. More than 70 
children are there now. * 

The aid given at Buckhorn may be 
in the form of adoption, long or short term 
institutional care, or foster home care with 
the employment of all means available to 
meet needs of individual children. Mrs. 
Robert McClure said applications for child- 
ren are already coming in from families. 

Full-Tim« Nurse 

A fund has generously been provided 
by Mr. Stuart L. Faber of Cincinnati, to 
help defray the staggering costs for medi- 
cal aid to the children. A full-time nurse is 
made possibly by this fund. It also pays for 
much dental work, scores of tonsillectomys 
and several major operations each year. 

The work at Buckhorn is supported by 
the E. O. Robinson Mountain Fund, interest 
from endowment trusts, economic security 
aid and individual donations. 

The isolation the original Buckhorn 
School knew for years following the Rev. 
Murdock’s arrival in the hills is gradually 
disappearing. The coming of the railroacl, 
later the highways has partially opened the 
growing community on Squabble Creek to 
an outer world, and the completion of the 
multi-million dollar government dam and 
lake now under construction right in Buck- 
horn’s back door will completely expos# 
the community and the children’s home to 
a brand new world of tourists and recrea- 
tion seekers, quite a contrast to the wilder- 
ness settlement Rev. Murdock found ia 
190*2.
